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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a divider of a high-radix type 
including a scaling factor generator that generates a scaling factor so that the scaled divisor 
falls with a range of 5/3 x l/2 k + 1 or more and less than 7/4 x l/2 k + 1 as recited in claim 1 and 
3, and a repetitive operating means having a redundant to non-redundant converting means, a 
selecting means, a 4-bit binary adding means, and a redundant binary adding means, wherein, 
the repetitive operating means produces a quotient by generating high-order bits of 4-bit partial 
reminder represented in a twos complement notation by refering to a number of high-order 
bits, with an arbitary length, of said partial remainder and by referring to high-order 4 bits of 
said partial remainder as recited in claim 5 and 7.
